Applicant's arguments filed 4/5/05 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Claims in a pending application should be given their broadest reasonable interpretation. In 
general regarding the applicants arguments, the examiner does not believe that the interpretation 
of the claim language, which has been taken, is unreasonable. Regarding the Drews reference 
the applicant argues "Drews does not disclose or suggest independent first and second coil arrays 
as recited in claim 10. The examiner disagrees. In this particular instance the applicant is placing 
much emphasis on the term independent first and second coil arrays. Independent is defined as 
not relying on others. The coils rely on a post 86 per figures 4 and 5 and not on each other. The 
applicant also argues that Drews does not disclose or suggest that at any point the heater element 
crosses the plate member. The examiner disagrees. Figure 4 clearly shows 82 crossing the plate. 
84. Regarding the Meyer rejection the applicant argues Meyers does not disclose or suggest the 
single coils are an array of coils, or a coil array comprising a plurality of upper and lower coils. 
The examiner disagrees. A coil is defined as a single loop of a coil. Giving the claims there 
broadest reasonable interpretation the reference reads on the claim limitation. The applicant next 
argues that the matrix 41 is not a plate. The examiner disagrees. The examiner does not believe 
that it is unreasonable for the matrix 41 to be a plate. Regarding the upper and lower portions 
argument. The apparatus could be placed on its side and function. The applicant's amendment to 
the drawing overcomes the drawing objection. 
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
